retail trade in this country has hitherto been 

obtained almost exclusively from large-scale 
retailers, such as department stores, multiples and 
e-operative societies. In order to obtain a more 
representative picture of the movements in retail 
trade it was considered desirable to supplement the 
information collected at present through the Bank of 
England with sales statistics provided by a sample of 
independent traders. The object of this article is to 
explain the method of collection and the nature of 
the statistics, and to Set out the new figures so far 
obtained. 

The collection of monthly sales statistics from 
independent retailers was in the nature of a new 
experiment ; nobody knew how easily contributors 
Start with alate be recruited or whether they 
Three Trades would make regular returns. It is 

because of this uncertainty that no 
attempt was made in the first place to collect figures 
covering the whole field, but rather to start with three 
trades, Men’s Wear shops (including Bespoke Tailors), 
Chemists, and Furniture Dealers. If the present ex- 
periment is successful it is intended to obtain similar 
statistics from other trades. 

As in the case of the Bank of England scheme in- 
dependent traders contribute figures on a voluntary 
basis. The Board of Trade greatly appreciate the 
public spirit of those making returns, which should 
yield statistics of considerable value to many people, 
including both the traders themselves and the 
Government. 

The Board also greatly appreciate the co-operation 
Which they have received from various trade associa- 
tions, in particular the Retail Furnishers Chamber of 
Trade, the National Association of Outfitters and the 
National Pharmaceutical Union. These have given 
their full support to the new venture, and 
have assisted in the arrangements designed to ensure

secrecy for the traders’ figures. The system adopted 
was similar to that used by the Bank of England. 
Kach contributor is given a code number, and his 
name does not appear on his return. The key to the 
éode is not known by the people in the Board of Trade 
who handle the returns: it is only known to that 
section of the Board which deals with the despateh- 
ing of forms. Thus the staff who see the figures 
returned by individual traders do not know whose 
figures they are. 

As an alternative to the above scheme retailers in 
the men’s wear and furnishing trades were given the 
opportunity of having the forms posted to them by 
their respective trade associations, so that nobody in 
the Board of Trade would know the key. Only a 
minority of the contributors availed themselves of 
this extra safeguard, but it was helpful to be able to 
offer it. The National Pharmaceutical Union con- 
sidered that their members would be satisfied with the 
Board’s system, so that the alternative was not 
offered ; this view was borne out in the field. 

Every effort was made to reduce to a minimum the 
difficulty of filling in the form, whilst still obtaining 
useful information. Thus no attempt was made to 

secure from contributors a split of 
Nature of the their sales into various categories of 
Statistics goods, which, in the case of most 
retailers, would have been a hopeless task because of 
the absence of records, or the varying systems of 
classification adopted. In order that the returns 
should nevertheless be roughly related to certain 
commodity groups, only shops whose trade was pre- 
dominantly in the goods traditionally associated with 
their trade were included in the sample. Some 
latitude had of course to be allowed, as the lines of 
goods handled were not always identical, and with this 
aid it was found that in the trades covered the 
‘ specialization ” condition did not involve the 
rejection of an appreciable number of shops normally 


; 
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classified to the trade in question. The returns do not, 
however, reflect the sales of similar goods by ‘‘ general” 
shops. 

It was decided that ‘‘ sales per week ”’ is the most useful 
basis for measuring movements in retail trade. The 
statistics compiled by the Bank of England measure ‘‘ sales 
per selling day.’’ This concept is useful for some purposes, 
but experience suggests that the balance of advantage is 
definitely with sales per week. The main difference arises 
when comparing months which contain a different number 
of public holidays. Figures of sales per selling day will then 
show a rise, even if the trade done in the two periods was 
identical, and it is not possible to deduce accurately the 
movement in the total trade done, because shops close for 
differing numbers of days. One consequence of this is that 
the high figures for sales per selling day in December reflect 
the busy state of the shops on the days when they were 
open, but exaggerate the extent to which trade in that month 
exceeds the average for the year. 

To simplify the preparation of figures on a weekly basis, 
retailers were asked where possible to return tReir sales for 
specified periods of four (or sometimes five) weeks, rather 
than for calendar months. The great majority of con- 
tributors were in fact able to do this, and the few returns 
which were on some other basis were adjusted to the 
standard periods. 

Contributors send in each month figures in respect of 
three periods, (1) current month (2) the same month of the 
previous year and (3) the month preceding the current 
month. The main advantage of having the month pre- 
ceding the current one, is that one can calculate index 
numbers without a special analysis, simply by linking one 
month to another ; there is no need to have the same sample 
in successive months. Thus, if the August sample is 
different from that in July, one can still determine the 
movement in sales between June and August by combining 
the change for June-July with that for July-August. 
Having figures for the month preceding the current one also 
makes it possible for contributors to start reporting within 
two months, even if they have.no past records. The corres- 
ponding month of the previous year is useful for comparison 
with the Bank figures and because it is traditionally used as 
a means of dealing with seasonal influences. It is in- 
teresting to note that nearly all contributors have given 
figures for all three periods. 


Size of the Sample 


The volume of sales covered by the returns is of course 
considerably smaller than in the case in the Bank of England 
statistics, because the reporting unit is so much smaller. 
However, as independent retailers were selected by a 
method of scientific sampling and the number recruited from 
each trade was intended to be fairly large, there was reason 
to hope that the figures would give a representative picture 
of the independent retailers’ trade. 


In the result, useable returns were obtained for the first 
month from 658 traders, which was rather under half of the 
number provisionally recruited. The response was better 
in the case of the chemists than for the other two trades, 
300 forms being compiled. The sales of the sample in a full 
year may be about £10 million. 


The fact that a substantial proportion of those recruited 
failed ultimately to make returns spoilt, to a certain extent, 
the ‘‘randomness’”’ of the sample as well as reducing its 
size. Consequently it is not considered desirable to publish 
a table this month showing the movement in each of the 
different areas used in the Bank of England statistics as 
had been hoped. The independent retailers’ panel is still 
in an experimental stage; it may be possible to increase 
the number of contributors in future sufficiently to justify 
the publication of area figures. 


The following table shows the movement in sales for each 
trade, comparing July 1946 first with July 1945 and then 
with June 1946. In the case of men’s wear shops separate 
figures are also given for outfitters and bespoke tailors, the 
latter group including all shops which do a substantial trade 
in made-to-measure garments.

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Statistics of this kind become much more Valuable when 
figures are available for a number of months, but certain 
points of interest emerge even from the first sct. 


Furniture Dealers 


Compared with July of last year sales for the country as 
a whole were 76 per cent. higher. This figure is remarkably 
close to the corresponding one (73 per cent.) given by the 
Bank of England statistics for ‘‘ Furnishing Departments,” 
The big rise reflects, of course, the great increase in supplies, 
Amongst separate areas the only one with a large enough 
number of contributors to warrant special comment is the 
South of England, where sales rose by 61 per cent. ; this 
increase is considerably smaller than that shown for large. 
scale retailers (96 per cent.) in the same area. The other 
area figures show increases ranging from 63 per cent, to 
127 per cent., but the samples on which these figures ap, 
based are rather small. 

Compared with June, sales in July rose by 11 per cent, 
It is not easy to compare this movement with that shown by 
the Bank of England’s index-numbers, because allowance 
must be made for the loss of selling days in June owing to 
Whitsun and Victory Day. Even with an adjustment for 
this, however, the large retailers showed a slight fall in their 
rate of sales per week. 






































































Men’s Wear Shops 


Sales of independent retailers in this trade rose by 40 per 
cent. for the country as a whole compared with a year ago, 
the corresponding figure for sales of men’s and boys’ wear by 
large-scale retailers being 26 per cent. The sample in the 
South of England was again the only one with over 40 con- 
tributors, and showed a rise of 38 per cent. Other areas 
showed rises varying from 14 per cent. to 65 per cent. but 
the samples are too small to be regarded as giving a reliable 
picture. The separate figures for outfitters and bespoke 
tailors show a slightly smaller increase for the former (87 
per cent.) than for the latter (42 per cent.), but the difference 
is hardly significant. 

Jompared with June sales showed a small rise of 5 per cent. 
for the country as a whole. After allowance for the selling 
day factor, the Bank of England statistics showed virtually 
no change. 


Chemists 


Compared with a year ago the sales of independent 
chemists went up by 11 per cent. for the country as a whole. 


No proper comparison with the Bank of England figures is 


possible, as the Bank’s statistics include sales of chemists’ 
wares with those of a number of other commodities under 
‘fancy departments.” For this group as a whole the 
increase was 22 per cent., and this provides an upper limit 
to the rise for chemists’ wares, since sales of stationery, 
jewellery and fancy goods have certainly risen much more 
than those for chemists’ wares, owing to the recovery in 
supplies. ° 

Three areas had samples of over 40 chemists, the rises in 
sales recorded being 14 per cent. in both the North-East and 
the South of England, and 5 per cent. in the Midlands and 
South Wales. Elsewhere the smaller samples showed 
increases ranging from 1 per cent. to 29 per cent. 

Compared with June sales of independent chemists for 
the country as a whole were 8 per cent. higher. It is not 
possible to make any comparison with the Bank of England 
figures in this case, as no index-numbers are calculated for 
fancy departments.

Free stocks of yarn held by manufacturers which they 
uve the right to sell in the form of cloth for the Open Export 
Kheme and which must not be taken from unfulfilled 
fovernment utility or other approved orders, will only be 
wplaceable if the replacement yarn can be obtained under 
ie conditions mentioned above, i.e. for delivery by 
December 31, 1946. 

Approval of applications will be intimated by the return 
if Sheet 2 of the C.B. (Export) form bearing the official 
werence number. This number, following the procedure 
fr the fixed allocations, must be passed on by the applicant 
othe manufacturer and by the latter to the spinner who will 
qute it in his Sales Return to the Cotton Control. 
Applications which for one reason or another cannot be 
yproved will be returned to the applicants, marked with the 
mason for refusal. 

Itshould be noted that yarn procurement numbers quoted 
mthe returned Sheet 2 will only be valid if the spinner 
words the sale in his Sales Return to the Cotton Control up 
vthe end of Period 4. Any numbers issued which cannot 
so included in the sales return will be automatically 
tancelled. 

Any converter of non-wool textiles for export or home 
inde is eligible to participate and goods may be shipped to 
iy market where there are payment arrangements with the 
hited Kingdom, whether or not the converter has any basic 
qulification in those markets. Supplies for the Nether- 
lnds East Indies, which have hitherto been bought through 
lovernmental organizations, may now be handled by 
mal importing concerns although for the time being any 

ols acquired must be passed on by those concerns for 
isttibution in the Netherlands East Indies through 
Hovernmental channels. 

Goods produced under the Open Export Scheme may be 
tipped either as piece goods or in any made-up form. 

Applications will be accepted by the Cotton Board, 
nection of Exports Department, up to 5 p.m. on Thursday, 
ittober 24, 1946. Every effort will be made to issue 
Nmbols against the approved applic: ations by the end of 
itober. It would be apprecis ated if applicants would

Changes in Export 
Control Orders 


HANGES in Export Control Orders* which are in the 

main a consolidation of previous Orders are announced 

by the Board of Trade in the Export of Goods (Control) 
(Consolidation) Order, 1946 (S.R. & O. 1946 No. 1661). 
The Order comes into operation on Monday next,October 21 
Some changes also made in the list of goods subject to 
export licensing control are, however, made by the Order. 
The chief effect of these is to render export licences necessary 
for bricks, roofing slates and dinitro-ortho-cresol prepara- 
tions, and to free a considerable number of pharmaceutical 
chemicals from export licensing control. Details of the 
changes effected by the Order are given below. 


The following items have been added to the export licen- 
sing list and licences will in future be necessary for their 
export to any destination :— 

Group 5. Building bricks of all kinds, roofing and damp 
course slates, slate slabs, roofing tiles. 


Group 13. Dinitro-ortho-cresol and preparations thereof. 


The following items have been removed from export 
licensing control :— 


Group 1. Cinnamon and cinnamon chips. 
arecoline and its salts, 


antigen (Kahn), 


Group 13. Acetyl salicylic acid, 
bacteriological products, the following : 
antigen (Wassermann), diphtheria antitoxin, diphtheria 
prophylactic, schick control, schick test toxin; bismuth 
compounds, caffeine and its salts, chiniofon, chloral hydrate, 
chrysarobin, guanidine carbonate, guanidine nitrate, heparin 
hydrastine and its salts and preparations thereof, hydrastis, 
8-hydroxyquiniline and its compounds, liver extracts, 
mannitol, pancreatin, papaverine and its salts, para-chlor- 
meta-xylenol, phenothiazine, pilocarpine and its salts, 
rhubarb (rheum), salicylic acid, senega, sodium salicylate, 
strychnine and its salts, sulphamethazine and its prepara- 
tions, sulphathiazole and its derivatives and preparations 
thereof, thymol, urethane. 


The following items in the export licensing list have been 


amended :— 


Group 3. Insecticides, fungicides, weed-killers, animal 
dips and disinfectants have been excluded from the scope of 
the item ‘‘Products of the sulphation (sulphonation) of 
aliphatic alcohols and aliphatic hydrocarbons, etc.” 
Filaments of a diameter of 0-005 inches or more 
‘* Tops 


y Group 9. 
have been excluded from the scope of the heading 
and yarns (including sliver, rovings and other intermediate 
products), threads and cords, wholly or partly of artificial 
silk.”’ 

Group 13. The item ‘‘ Red squill and preparations 
thereof’’ has been substituted for the item ‘‘Scilla (squill) 
and preparations of red squill.” 

As regards the general provisions of the Order, the pro- 
hibition on the export of enemy insured goods has been 
removed; Transjordan has been added to the list of 
countries to which philatelic stamps may be sent without 
licence ; the special conditions governing the licensing of 
cloth, apparel or blankets bearing the mark shown in the 
Third Schedule to the Apparel aad Textiles Order, 1942, 
have been extended to cover all goods bearing that mark.

Anglo-Argentine Trade

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First Six Months of Production 
Efficiency Service 


OW that the Board of Trade’s Production Efficiency 

Service has been in operation for over six months, it 

may be useful to review the progress it has made 
and to summarize some of the results obtained. 

It may be recalled that the service was established 
within the Board of Trade primarily to assist individual 
firms to increase production efficiency, but also to be 
available to other Government Departments and to 
industry generally. The service is in charge of a Director, 
who operates from the Board of Trade at Millbank, London, 
and he, in turn, is assisted by Chief Production Advisory 
Officers in Glasgow, Nottingham, Birmingham and London, 
and a staff of Production Advisory Officers stationed in 
the principal industrial areas. For administrative pur- 
poses the country is divided into four areas which roughly 
cover Northern Ireland, Scotland and the North-east of 
England; the North-east Midlands; the North-west of 
England and Yorkshire, the West of England and Wales, 
and London ; the South of England, the Midlands and East 
Anglia. 


Experiment in Cotton 


The service operates in response to requests from firms 
and advice is given without charge on all problems relating 
to production. From March 15, when the service opened, 
up to the end of September, applications for advice on a 
wide range of subjects were received from 302 companies, 
representing 50 industries. One of the most interesting 
results of the consultations with the Production Efficiency 
Service is an unusual experiment that is being tried out in 
the cotton industry. After discussion with all parties 
represented on the Cotton Board, arrangements have been 
made for two spinning mills to be placed at the disposal of 
the Production Efficiency Service, and on investigations 
which are being carried out general recommendations for 
improved efficiency will be based. 

Included in the problems the Service has been asked to 
advise on are the planning of new buildings and extensions 
to existing premises in the face of current building diffi- 
culties, both as regards labour and materials. The planning 
and lay-out of machinery and assembly lines, seating and 
lighting arrangements and the mechanization of certain 
operations hitherto done by hand. Factory surveys have 
been undertaken in 86 cases. 

Following are some typical examples of assistance which 
has been given in this direction :— 

Manufacturer of prismatic binoculars and lenses: 
Modern machine tools introduced and motion study 
applied to assembly operations. Substantial production 
increase already achieved. 

Makers of eiderdowns, quilts, cushions, etc.: Advice on 
erection of semi-permanent buildings, thus avoiding 
bottlenecks in production owing to the shortage of ordi- 
nary building materials for extensions to factory. This 
method successfully employed in other blitzed areas in 
the Midlands. The semi-permanent buildings can later 
be converted to permanent structures when building 
materials become available. 

Decorative and fancy paper goods manufacturer : 
Mechanization of operations previously done by hand. 
Introduction of motion study to processes which cannot 
be mechanized. Recommendations on seating and light- 
ing arrangements. 

Silversmiths and cutlery manufacturer: Firm advised 
on lay-out and re-organization of factory extension. 

Manyfacturers of bedding, upholstery and utility furni- 
ture: Assistance given for import of essential machinery. 
Advice on type and number of machines required. 

Flax spinners: Co-operation with architects in re- 
construction, on modern lines, of mill destroyed by enemy 
action. 

Grass and crop driers: Survey and recommendations 
for installation of costing systems. 


In addition to these examples, some idea of the scope of 


the enquiries received by the Service may be gauged from 
the fact that among firms who have sought advice are

The above trades are the concern of the Board of Trade 
and the Ministry of Supply. In addition, assistance has 
been given to firms working with the Admiralty, the 
Ministries of Agriculture and Fisheries, Works and Food, 
These include such trades as agricultural machinery, 
building, gunnery, dairy produce distribution, jam manv- 
facture, mineral waters, patent foods, tea merchants, and 
assistance to the fishing and tomato industries. 


Another encouraging sign of the interest which is being 
taken in the Production Efficiency Service is the fact 
that many Institutes and Associations have asked for 
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lectures. The Director of the service has already given 
over sixty lectures in various parts of the country, dealing 
with the service generally, and also with various aspects 
of the problem of improved industrial efficiency. 
Manufacturers and industrialists who wish to avail 
themselves of the advice and assistance of the service 
should contact the Advisory Officer of the Production 
Efficiency Service at any of the under-mentioned addresses ;

HE Board of Trade have made the following new

International Trade and 
Employment Talks Open 


HE Preparatory Committee of the International Trade 

and Employment Conference held its first meeting in 

London on Tuesday. The delegates were welcomed on 
behalf of the United Kingdom Government by Sir Stafford 
Cripps, President of the Board of Trade. 

The business of the Preparatory Committee is to draw up 
an annotated draft agenda, including an international 
convention, for consideration by the Trade and Employment 
Conference, which is to be held next year. 

The Preparatory Committee provides the first post-war 
opportunity of discussing economic and trade problems 
affecting the world at large on a comprehensive basis. 

The meeting will probably last six weeks. December 10 
has been fixed as the target date for completion of its work. 

The Commonwealth trade discussions which preceded the 
full meeting of the Preparatory Committee were concluded 
in London on October 11. They covered a very wide field 
and provided an opportunity for a most useful exchange of 
views which it is hoped will contribute materially to the 
success of the full meeting. 

The Commonwealth talks were characterized throughout 
by constructive suggestions and frank statements of various 
points of view, through which there appeared a wide measure 
of common purpose.

Contrary to the normal seasonal fall, average daily postal 
receipts in August were almost exactly the same as in 
July, ani the index number based on the corresponding 
period of 1924-34 (except 1926) rose from 179-3 to 188-6, 
the highest figure so far recorded.

Below is a selection of questions of interest to trade and industry answered in the House of Commons 


THURSDAY OCTOBER 10 


Trade Relations with Rumania 


The President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
announced that substantial agreement on the terms of the 
Payments Agreement to be concluded between the United 
Kingdom and Rumania had been reached. The future of 
trade relations with Rumania depended on the amount of 
sterling which she could earn by making available at world 
prices goods of interest to us, such as timber. 


Prices for Russian Timber 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Belcher, said that the present ex-ship price for a 
typical building specification of Russian timber was 
£44 7s. 6d. a standard. To this must be added landing and 
delivery charges, which averaged about £8 10s. 0d., more or 
less according to distance. The cost of similar material 
delivered to building site in the spring of 1939 was estimated 
at about £21 17s. 6d. a standard. 


FRIDAY OCTOBER 11 


Rubber Prices 

The average purchase price of Government stocks of 
natural rubber in the United Kingdom at the end of Septem- 
ber, the President stated, was approximately Is. 2d. per Ib. 
f.o.b. country of origin for No. 1 sheet. No arrangements 
had been made to liquidate these stocks but certain 
quantities were being sold to consumers in the United 
Kingdom at 1s. 4d. per Ib. delivered to works and to other 
countries at 1s. 4d. per Ib. f.o.b. Under the recent agree- 
ment between the Board of Trade and the Rubber Develop- 
ment Corporation of U.S.A., some part of this stock might 
be sold to the U.S.A. before the end of the year at the price 
of 224 cents per Ib. c.i.f. U.S. Atlantic port.

MONDAY OCTOBER 14 


Removal of Gift Parcel Restrictions 


The President said that, in agreement with the Minister 
of Food, he had decided to dispense altogether with the 
limit on the number of gift parcels that could be sent to 
individuals in this country without an import licence and to 
increase the limit on the maximum weight of such gift 
parcels, whether sent by post or otherwise, to 22 lbs. This 
did not affect the lower weight limits imposed by certain 
countries on the dispatch of parcels. Within this maximum 
no further weight restriction would be imposed on the 
amount of individual foodstuffs or other goods that parcels 
may contain. These concessions only applied to parcels 
which were bona fide unsolicited gifts and not imported as 
merchandise or for sale, and on condition that they were 
clearly marked as gifts. They did not apply to parcels 
containing arms and ammunition, plumage, dangerous 
drugs, or other articles the import of which were, before the 
war, subject to special legislative prohibition or restriction. 
Parcels which do not comply with these conditions were 
liable to seizure by the Customs unless covered by an import 


licence. 


Lyctus Beetle in Utility Furniture 

The President stated that he was aware that there had 
been a number of cases in which the lyctus beetle had 
appeared in articles of Utility furniture. It was not 
possible to say how many articles had been affected, but he 
believed that the quantity would prove to be only a very 
small proportion of the total furniture produced. 

Research on methods of control of this pest—which, apart 
from its effects on the sapwoods of certain timbers, was 
innocuous—was in progress at the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory of the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. He understood that treatment by insecticides 
for the prevention of attack had not yet proved sufficiently 
successful to recommend its general use, and that at present 
the only certain and practicable way to eliminate the pest 
was to prevent the use in manufacture of sapwood. He 


was, therefore, taking measures to that end. 

Until these measures became effective, it would not be 
possible to ensure that no piece of infected furniture eyey 
reached the public, as the presence of this beetle was usually 
not apparent until some time after the infestation had 
started. 


Shortage of Commercial Vehicle Tyres 


The President said that the production of certain sgizes 
of tyres for commercial vehicles for which there had been a 
large increase in demand was limited by mould capacity 
and by the availability of trained labour. Every effort wag 
being made to increase output. Although tyres could not 
yet be supplied for stocking, steps had been taken to ensure 
that no vehicle need be immobilized for lack of such tyres, 
If there was serious risk of this happening, the owner should 
bring the facts to the notice of the tyre manufacturer 
through his supplier. Tyre manufacturers were reminded 
by the Tyre Manufacturers Conference early in September 
of the special seasonal needs of the sugar beet areas. 


Import of Watch Spare Parts 


It was stated that licences for the import from Switzerland 
of spare parts for watches were being granted to the extent 
of about twice the value of pre-war imports. The President 
had had no complaints that licences granted were inadequate 
to cover the spare parts with which Switzerland was in a 
position to supply us. 


Fur Imports 


The President announced that the value of undressed and 
dressed furskins (other than manufactures of fur) imported 
during the first eight months of 1946 was £8,310,000, of 
which £5,514,000 was imported in the first four months and 
£2,867,000 in the second four months. The exports in the 
same four-monthly periods were £818,000 and £1,565,000. 


Tourist, Catering and Holiday Services 


The Board of Trade was making preparations, said the 
President, under the guidance of Lord Inman, for the 
creation of the non-Governmental organization to foster and 
develop the Tourist, Catering and Holiday Services. It was 
also concerned to concert the steps which were immediately 
necessary if we were to be in a position to receive substantial 
tourist traffic in 1947 and additional facilities for home- 
holidays in that year. The Board of Trade were collabora- 
ting with the Ministry of Works in making further accom- 
modation available in hotels and similar establishments for 
overseas visitors to the British Industries Fair in May 1947. 


Raw Material Markets 


The President said that several raw material markets had 
been closed during the war, but in no case other than cotton 
had any final decision been taken that they should not 
re-open when circumstances permit. 


Shortage of Perambulators 


The President stated that he was greatly concerned by the 
shortage of perambulators, but was glad to say that retailers 
were now getting considerably larger supplies. The com- 
parable figures for July and August of this year and a year 
ago were 87,905 and 58,707. 


U.S. Conference on Productivity 


The Bureau of Labour Statistics of the United States 
Government had invited His Majesty’s Government to be 
represented at the conference on productivity organized by 
the Bureau of Labour Statistics of the U.S. Department of 
Labour. The necessary arrangements were being made. 
The President could not yet say in what form it might be 
possible to make available the results of the Conference. 


Shortage of Packing Materials 


The President said that there was a general shortage of 
packing materials at the present time but everything 
possible was being done to increase supplies. He was aware 
that some manufacturers had experienced difficulties in 
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obtaining all they needed for their exports; and in such 
cases the Board of Trade were doing their best to help within 
the limits of the supplies available. 


Factories for Scotland 


It was stated that 49 new factories and 41 extensions 
were approved in Scotland in the period from May 14 to 
September 30, 1946; it was estimated that about 15,750 
persons would be employed in these new factories and 
extensions when they were built and in full production. 


A further 97 factories to be built in advance of demands 
from specific tenants were approved in this period and 
should eventually provide employment for about 20,000 
persons. 


Factory Construction in Wales 


The President said that on October 4, 78 factories and 
extensions were in varying stages of construction in the 
South Wales Development Area. At that date there were 
more than 50 building workers engaged on 16 of these ; but 
only 4 factories had more than 50 skilled building craftsmen 
at work on them. 

In one case the Board of Trade had failed to reach agree- 
ment with the owners of land required in South Wales for 
factory projects, and were now proceeding to exercise the 
powers conferred upon them by Section 2 (2) of the Acquisi- 
tion of Land (Authorization Procedure) Act, 1946. There 
were about six other cases in which negotiations for sites 
were protracted mainly on account of technical problems 
concerning the best use of the land, but every effort was 
being made to bring the cases to conclusion. 


Production of Cotton Sheets and Shirts 


It was stated that present production of sheets and shirts 
for the home market would need to be increased by roughly 
two-thirds before supplies returned to the pre-war level. If 
the supply were available, demand would probably be 
considerably above pre-war level. 


Cigarette Supplies 

The President said that he was aware that public demand 
for cigarettes was greater than the shops could satisfy at all 
times, but supplies were now about 30 per cent. above the 
pre-war level, and the manufacturers were making as many 
cigarettes as they could with the labour available. The 
situation would be eased if the public would confine their 
purchases to their immediate needs so as to give retailers 
the opportunity of rebuilding their working stocks, which 
were run down earlier this year to meet Service requirements 
and had not yet recovered. 


Pottery Working Party Report 

The President had received a short statement of the views 
of the National Society of Pottery Workers on the Pottery 
Working Party report and expected to receive those of the 
British Pottery Manufacturers Federation soon. He was 
anxious that action should be taken on this report as quickly 
as possible, and was taking steps meantime towards the 
implementation of certain of the recommendations. 


Imports of Greyhounds 

It was announced that during the four years ended 1944, 
12,969 greyhounds were exported from Eire to the value of 
£915,179, most of them to this country. In 1945, Eire 
exported 7,517 greyhounds, valued at £733,277. 

Under an open general licence granted in December 1945, 
live quadrupeds consigned from any part of the British 
Commonwealth could be imported without the necessity for 
individual import licences. The President was not, at 
present, prepared to exclude greyhounds consigned from 
Eire from this general concession. 


TUESDAY OCTOBER 15 


Importation of Foreign Cars 

Mr. Belcher said that no licences were at present being 
granted for the commercial imvort of motor cars from any 
source. These restrictions were necessary for balance of 
payments reasons and he could not say when it would be 
Possible to modify them. 


Hand Knitting Businesses 

It was stated by Mr. Belcher that coupon floats were 
already available for people who have a genuine hand- 
knitting business. He would look into any cases in which 
this arrangement was not working satisfactorily. 
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Exports of Building Materials 


The President announced that exports of the scarcer 
building materials during the period August 1945-August

Of these items, a decision had recently been taken to 
make bricks and roofing slates subject to export licensing 
control; exports of metal window frames and _ builders’ 
woodwork had been discontinued for the time being. 


WEDNESDAY OCTOBER 16 


Rehabilitation of German Textile Industry } 

Asked to what extent the German narrow fabrics industry 
was being rehabilitated, Mr. Belcher said that the German 
textile industry has not, under the Potsdam Agreement and 
the ensuing Level of Industry Plan, one of the industries 
whose capacity was to be reduced in order to curtail that 
country’s war potential. The narrow fabrics industry 
would therefore be free to rehabilitate itself. The speed at 
which it could do so would, of course, depend on the avail- 
abilities of raw materials, fuel, power, and labour, which 
were, at present, in short or unbalanced supply. 

He was aware of the United Kingdom industry’s concern 
regarding the eventual re-emergence of German competition, 
but if a balance of payment was to be achieved, this and the 
other permitted industries must be allowed to export. It 
was no part of His Majesty’s Government’s policy to allow a 
reversion to the pre-war German policy of price manipulation 
and, subsidies. 





Scottish Development Area 


The President made the following statement on develop- 
ment areas in Scotland :—

Factories of various sizes, numbering 138, are being built 
in the Scottish development area: 66 of these are on 
industrial estates. 

A further 120 factories have been approved: 28 of these 
will be on industrial estates. 

It is expected that about 37,000 persons will be employed 
under agreed schemes in the factories being built, or to be 
built, when they reach full production. This total does not, 
however, take account of the employment to be provided 
in 97 factories (included in the totals given in (3) and (4)), 
being built, or to be built, in advance of demand from specific 
tenants. These factories should ultimately employ a 
further 20,000 persons approximately. 

In present conditions of materials shortages, it is 
practicable to state when the factories now under con- 
struction will be completed, but it is hoped that nine of the 
smaller factories now under construction will be completed 
this year. 

In addition to the existing industrial estates listed above, 
13 additional estates are, under existing plans, being 
developed or will be developed at :—Blantyre, Carntyne, 
Dalmiur, Drumchapel, Dundee, Kilmarnock, Kilwinning, 
Newhouse, Port Glasgow, Queenslie, Shawfield, Thornlie- 
bank, Vale of Leven.

Pig Iron and Steel Production 


The table below shows pig iron and steel production in 
the United Kingdom in September and the third quarter 
of 1946, with previous figures for comparison. 

Pig iron output during the third quarter of 1946 was at 
the rate of 7,622,000 tons a year, compared with the rate of 
6,893,000 tons for the third quarter of 1945. September 
production was at the rate of 7,660,000 tons a year, com- 
pared with a rate of 7,224,000 tons for September last year. 

Steel production during the third quarter of 1946 was at 
the rate of 11,953,000 tons a year, compared with a rate of 
10,988,000 tons in the third quarter of 1945. Production 
during September at a rate of 12,402,000 tons a year was 
curtailed, due to a labour dispute in Scotland involving the 
furnace bricklayers.

Increase in Prices of 
Cotton 


HE Board of Trade announce that as from October 21, 
the Cotton Control’s issue prices for raw cotton and 
the statutory maximum prices for cotton waste will 
be increased. The purchasing costs of raw cotton have 
risen steeply since May when selling prices were last fixed. 

The increases now introduced, which average about 
53d. for American type cotton and 443d. for Egyptian type 
cotton, will bring selling prices in this country closer to 
the general level of prices abroad. Maximum prices for 
cotton waste have not been changed (except for minor 
adjustments) since they were first fixed in 1941. Costs 
of imported waste have also increased in recent months. 
By the Control of Cotton Industry No. 68 Order (S.R. & O. 
1946 No. 1679, Price 4d.) these maximum prices are increased 
and are thus brought into line with raw cotton prices and 
with overseas replacement costs. Used ropes are added to 
the list of items in the schedule to the Order. 

These increases in raw cotton and cotton waste prices 
necessitate changes in the regulations concerning cotton 
yarn and cloth prices. By a Direction made by the Board 
of Trade under the No. 40 Order (S.R. & O. 1916 No. 1678, 
Price 1d.) the basis which together with the appropriate 
margin gives the prescribed prices for American type yarns 
has been increased from 13-85d. per lb. to 20-20d. per Ib. 
This advance includes an allowance for waste loss. Yarn 
contracts made before October 21, 1946, are not affected. 

In order to take into account the higher prices which 
spinners and weavers will be able to obtain for their cotton 
waste, three Orders (the Control of the Cotton Industry 
No. 69 (S.R. & O, 1946 No. 1680, Price 1d.), No. 70 (S.R. 
& O. 1946 No. 1681, Price 1d.) and No. 71 (S.R. & O. 1946 
No. 1682, Price 1d.) Orders) have been issued varying the 
allowances to be made for waste loss in calculating Ngyptian 
type yarn prices and narrow and wide loom-state cloth 
margins respectively. These changes apply to all sales of 
controlled cotton yarn and cloth made on or after 
October 21. 

The Board of Trade have at the same time published 
the Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 72) Order (S.R. & O. 
1946 No. 1683, Price 1d.), increasing the prescribed margins 
for condenser yarns. This Order also comes into effect on 
October 21. 

The maximum prices of most finished utility cloth will, 
however, remain unchanged, as the utility subsidy paid to 
converters will be raised to offset the increase in loom-state 
cloth prices. 





Import Licences for More 
Consumer Goods 


Additions to the list of goods for which the Board of Trade 
are prepared to receive applications for licences to import 
limited quantities before the end of 1946 (as reported in last 
week’s Board of Trade Journal) are :— 

Plastic (P.V.C.) floor covering. 
Domestic woodware, unpolished, for kitchen use. 
Toilet combs of horn or ebonite. 

Applications to import any of these goods should be made 
on the usual application form obtainable from the Import 
Licensing Department and should refer to Notice to Im- 
porters No. 210. Applications will, however, be entertained 
only from pre-war importers of the same kind of goods, who 
are able to satisfy the Department that they have firm 
offers for specified quantities and values of the goods, and 
can furnish evidence of the volume of their average annual 
pre-war imports of such goods. No applications will be 
considered unless actually accompanied by the information 
necessary to meet these conditions and unless received by 
the Import Licensing Department not later than October 26. 
It may not be practicable to grant licences in all instances. 

In the case of goods already included under the Token 
Import arrangements, the present quantities are additional 
to the Token Imports, and for such additional quantities 
Token Import procedure will not apply. 

It is emphasised that the majority of the above goods are 
price-controlled and importers and other distributors must 
see that their profit margins are in line with the price control 
provisions in force. Attention is drawn particularly to the 
Order relating to combs, namely Toilet Combs (S.R. & O. 
1945 No. 1101).

In 1945 the British Standards Institution issued a 
schedule of dimensions for various types of electric discharge 
lamps, including mercury, mercury fluorescent, mercury 
dual, mercury tubular fluorescent, and sodium types. 

A new edition of this Schedule, including figures for the 
nominal efficiencies and life of the lamps, has now been 
issued as British Standard 1270: 1946. The efficiency and 
life values quoted are estimates of the minimum average 
values for the lamps at present available.

War-time conditions hastened the introduction of P. V.C. 
(Polyvinyl chloride) insulated cables as an alternative to 
rubber-insulated cables, and a number of modifications 
to the British Standard specification for rubber cables 
were made to meet these conditions. 

Some of these modifications are now being retained as 
permanent revisions of the specification, others are being 
retained for the time being with the intention of being 
dropped eventually, while others have now been entirely 
cancelled. This state of affairs has been put into effect 
through the publication of a 1946 edition of British Standard 
7, which is accompanied by a Supplement relating to P.V.C. 
cables and a leaflet entitled Transitory Relaxations. All 
the usual features of this well-known specification are 
retained in substance, but various changes in detail have 
been introduced to take account of the change-over from 
war to peace conditions referred to above. The main 
specification and the supplement are issued as a single 
volume (British Standard 7: 1946), at 3s. 6d., post free, 
and the Transitory Relaxations are issued separately under 
the reference PD. 540.

Import Duties Order: The Treasury have made the 
Additional Import Duties (No. 3) Order, 1946. 


Paragraph (4) of Group XVI in the Schedule to the Import 
Duties (General) Order, 1935 (as amended by subsequent 
Orders), imposes additional duties on ‘‘ articles made 
entirely from paper or board made from paper or pulp 
(including strawboard) or from such materials with the 
addition only of some adhesive substance or other material 
the value of which does not exceed 50 per cent. of the value 
of the article ’’ and on certain fabrics made wholly or partly 
of paper yarn. 

The Order now made substitutes two new paragraphs, in 
the first of which some of the classes of goods charged are 
more precisely defined and others are specified instead of 
being defined by reference to the value of a component, and 
in the second of which paper yarn and manufactures thereof 
(including fabrics) are separately dealt with. 

The Order came into operation on October 18, 1946, and 
is published by H.M. Stationery Office as Statutory Rules 
and Order, 1946, No. 1637.

Southern Rhodesian Growing Import 
and Export Trade 


OMMODITY imports into Southern Rhodesia in 
(| sane amounted to £1,528,500, a decrease of almost 

ten per cent. as compared with the £1,694,962 in 
May, states the Department of Statistics, Salisbury. 
Exports on the other hand showed a very substantial 
gerease, the June figure being £2,656,375 as against 
{1,533,693 in May. In this connection it should be stated, 
that owing to the very late receipt of the tobacco figures 
wating to the second half of May, approximately £512,000 
of tobacco has been included in the June figure that should 
rightly be attributed to the previous month. When this 
as been allowed for both May and June exports will be 
wn to be in excess of £2,000,000, the figures for both 
nonths being higher than any previously recorded. 

In the first half of the current year imports (excluding 
gecie) totalled £8,723,993, ‘an increase of nearly 59 per 
wnt. over the comparable figure of £5,497,493 in 1945. 
fxports including re-exports but excluding specie,’in the 
ix months ended in June were almost 21 per cent. higher 
than in the comparable period of 1945, the figures being 
9,485,866 and £7,871,609 respectively.

Trading Classes 
There was a very substantial decrease in the value 


of Class V imports (metals and manufactures of) which 
amounted to £438,829 in June as compared with £558,518 
inthe previous month. In the first half of the year, however, 
sich imports were valued at £2,574,305 and in the same 
months of 1945, at £1,390,526, an increase of approximately 
5 per cent. Class 1D (foodstuffs), worth £142,001 in May, 
fell considerably to £97,276 in June but in the six months 
periods ending in June of this year and of 1945, the com- 
parable figures were £1,031,485 and £531,597 respectively. 
June imports of Class IV commodities (fibres, yarns, 
textiles, ete.), at £413,717 showed a slight rise over the 
May figure of £405,220. 

In the first half of the current year such merchandise 
was valued at £2,142,195, about 29 per cent. above the 
{1,664,779 imported in the same months of 1945. 

Imports of Class IX merchandise (leather, rubber, etc.) 
tise in June to £124,791 from £105,368 in May and in the 
first half of 1946 were worth £554,732 or more than twice 
the comparable 1945 figure of £262,844. June imports of 
ther commodities did not fluctuate to any great extent 
when compared with the previous month, but in all cases 
the values in the first half of 1946 were considerably higher 
than in the same period of 1945: 


Exports.—As regards exports, the value of Class III 
tobacco) in June, £1,453,031, owing to a late receipt of 
‘turns, has been overstated by nearly £512,000 and the 
fay figures understated by the same amount. The value 
if tobacco exported in the first half of the current year, at 
2,661,573 exceeded the £1,592,929 exported in the corres- 
bonding period of 1945, by more than £1,000,000. 

There was a fall in the value of Cliss V exports (metals 
“id manufactures of) in June to £518,785 from £558,881 





in May and again in the first half of 1946, the total value 
of this class, £3,247,901, did not reach the comparable 
figure of £3,388,845 in 1945. 

Exports of Class VI merchandise (minerals, earthenware, 
etc.) were up in June from the previous month, the figures 
being £221,404 and £207,677 respectively. In the first 
half of the current year, however, such exports were worth 
£1,113,587 and in the same period in 1945, £1,116,021. 

At this point it is of interest to note the respective 
contributions to the Colony’s export trade of the three 
classes already mentioned. In the first half of 1945, 
Class III (tobacco) made up over 20 per cent. of total 
exports, Class V (metal and manufactures of) more than 
43 per cent. and Class VI (minerals, earthenware, etc.) 
just over 14 per cent. The comparable figures in 1946 were 
Class III, over 27 per cent., Class V, more than 33 per cent. 
and Class VI, over 11 per cent. In both years these 
classes accounted for about three-quarters of the total 
export trade. 

Class [D exports (foodstuffs) showed an increase in June 
as compared with May, the figures being £157,074 and 
£139,138 respectively. Mainly on account of increased 
exports of preserved meats, dehydrated and _ preserved 
vegetables, flour and wheaten meal, exports of foodstuffs 
in the first half of 1946 at £743,182, showed a substantial 
increase over the £560,601 exported in the corresponding 
period of 1945. 

Other classes of exports did not vary to any great extent 
in June from the previous month but, in general, they were 
higher than in the comparable period of 1945. 


Chief Exports 


The value of gold exported in June did not quite reach 
the amount sent out in May, the figures being £410,560 and 
£438,821 respectively. In the first six months of 1946, 
gold exported totalled £2,403,274 and in the corresponding 
period of 1945, it was £2,431,826. 

Slightly more asbestos, £149,612 was exported in June, 
the May figure being £140.606 and over the six months 
ended in June such exports at £781,134 were slightly higher 
than the £734,315 in the same period of 1945. 

When the late returns of May exports of tobacco are 
included in the May figure and deducted from the June 
figure the comparable amounts become approximately 
£920,000 in June and £786,000 in May. The real point of 
interest lies, however, in a comparison of the first half of 
1946 with the same period in 1945. In the current year 
tobacco exported was worth £2,498,239, an increase of more 
than £1,000,000 over last year’s figure of £1,463,012. It is 
also of great interest to note that in the first half of this year 
the value of the tobacco exports exceeded the value of the 
gold exports. 

Chrome ore exports which were valued at £49,230 in 
May rose in June to £62,147, but in the first half of 1946 
only totalled £336,337 as compared with £523,099 in the 
same period of 1945. 

Lesser fluctuations were recorded in the June exports 
of other commodities as compared with May but in general 
up to the end of June of this year these exports ran at a 
higher level than in the comparable period of 1945. 


Direction of Trade 


The three chief suppliers of the Colony’s markets are, 
in order of magnitude, the United Kingdom, the Union of 
South Africa and the United States. In the first half of the 
current year the United Kingdom provided imports valued 
at £3,137,265 as against £2,012,107 in the corresponding 
period of 1945 and in both years this was equivalent to about 
36 per cent. of all imports. 

From the Union of South Africa up to the end of June 
this year imported merchandise was valued at £2,456,143 
(28 per cent. of the total) and in the comparable period last 
year, £1,530,219 (also about 28 per cent.). 

The United States sent £1,161,988 in the first half of 
1946 (over 13 per cent.) and £845,054 (over 15 per cent.) 
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in the corresponding period of 1945. In both years more 
than three-quarters of the Colony’s total imports came 
from these three countries. Canada, fourth in importance 
as a source of supply, sent £402,218 of merchandise in the 
first half of this year and £225,411 in the comparable 
period of 1945. 

Altogether imports from all sources totalled £8,723,993 
in the first six months of 1946 and £5,497,493 in the same 
period of 1945, an increase of about 59 per cent. 

As regards exports, approximately 52 per cent., 
£4,291,697 of all domestic produce went to the United 
Kingdom in the first half of 1946 as compared with 565 per 
cent., £3,950,937, in the corresponding period of 1945. 

The Union of South Africa received £828,483 (over 
10 per cent.) in the six months ended June last, the com- 
parable figure last year being £503,268 (over 7 per cent.). 

Northern Rhodesia was the Colony’s third best customer 
ia 1946 and took £770,368 to the end of June as compared 
with £692,750 in the same period of 1945. 

The principal foreign buyer remains the United States 
who this year (to the end of June) purchased £515,911 of the 


Colony’s produce and £537,097 in the same six months of 


1945, 

The principal customer in Southern Rhodesia’s re-export 
trade remains Northern Rhodesia. This territory in the 
first half of the current year accounted for £736,666 of this 
trade, approximately 553 per cent., as compared with 
£556,266, about 63 per cent. last year. Re-exports to 
the Union of South Africa were worth £146,417 (£82,870 
in 1945) and Bechuanaland received £104,275 (£104,825 
in 1945) in the first half of this year. 


Tobacco Crop 


In July last Southern Rhodesia exported 4,061,266 Ibs. 
of Virginia tobacco of which 3,978,861 Ibs. was flue-cured 
and 82,406 was fire-cured. 

The United Kingdom purchased 2,595,474 Ibs. of the 
lue-cured and 77,385 Ibs. of the fire-cured exports. In the 
first four months of the tobacco season ending in July 
jast, approximately 55 per cent. of all flue-cured tobacco 
(8,263,702 Ibs.) and 54 per cent. of all fire-cured tobacco 
(103,785 Ibs.) went to the United Kingdom, and 13 per 
cent. of the flue-cured (1,943,595 Ibs.) to the Union of South 
Africa. Of the remainder of the July exports of flue-cured 
tobacco, 291,156 Ibs. went to Australia and 221,111 Ibs. 
to Kgypt. Other than the United Kingdom, Bechuanaland 
was the only buyer of fire-cured tobacco in July and took 
5,020 Ibs. 

All the Turkish tobacco exported in July went to the 
United Kingdom. In the four months of the new season 
ending July of this year total exports of Turkish tobacco 
reached 939,596 Ibs. of which 475,009 Ibs., slightly more 
‘han 50 per cent., were taken by the United States and the 
remainder by Canada, 62,023 Ibs.; the United Kingdom, 
68,665 Ibs.; Brazil, 50,283 Ibs.; Argentina, 32,354 Ibs. ; 
figypt, 5,329 Ibs. and other countries, 255,933 Ibs.

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Southern Rhodesia Dairy 
Production 


HE seasonal monthly decrease in butter-fat produc. 
T tion which occurs during Southern Rhodesia’s dry 

season was continued in June, when purchases of this 
commodity totalled 50,267 Ibs., as compared with 87,276 
lbs. in May, states the Department of Statistics, Salisbury, 
This fall of some 37,000 lbs. was not, however, so severe ag 
that in the corresponding period of 1945, when the June 
figure of 51,542 Ibs. was 46,652 lbs. lower than that of the 
previous month. 

A comparison of the first six months of 1946 with the 
same periods in 1945 and 1944 reveals that butter-fat 
output in the current year has been running on the average 
some 10 per cent. below what it was in 1945 and about 
74 per cent. below 1944. 

Butter production in June of this year fell to 61,643 Ibs, 
from 102,976 Ibs. in May, while output in the first half of 
1946 at 769,653 Ibs. was about 10 per cent. less than the 
854,880 Ibs. produced in the same period last year and 
nearly 8 per cent. lower than the 835,300 Ibs. in the first 
six months of 1944. 

Stocks, too, at the end of June were down 10 per cent, 
when compared with the position a year ago, the figures 
being 229,384 Ibs. and 255,335 Ibs., respectively, at present 
rates of consumption this year. June stocks were equivalent 
to approximately an eight weeks supply of butter. 

In June, for the first time this year, the Colony received 
110,000 Ibs. of imported butter from Kenya. In the first- 
half of 1945 imports totalled 67,200 Ibs. 

Cheese : The production of cheese in Southern Rhodesia 
has the same seasonal movement as butter with a falling 
off in monthly output during the dry season. In June 
last, the figure was 45,870 Ibs., as compared with 64,591 Ibs, 
in May. Although this represented a slightly higher fall 
than was the case in the corresponding months of 1945 
(63,370 Ibs. in May and 47,650 Ibs. in June), the total 
amount of cheese manufactured in the Colony in the 
first half of the current year at 435,078 Ibs., was nearly 
5 per cent. greater than the 415,150 lbs. produced in the 
corresponding period of 1945 and about 38 per cent. higher 
than the 315,148 lbs. in the first six months of 1944.

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Continued Rise in Canadian 
Imports 


ANADA’S imports in July continued for the seventh 

successive month, their rise over values for corre- 

sponding periods of 1945, states the Department of 
Trade and Commerce, Ottawa. This situation can be 
attributed in large measure to the resumption of more 
normal trading conditions, though the repatriation of war 
materials from Great Britain, Newfoundland and several 
other countries accounts in part for the higher figures. 
The United States continues as the principal source of 
supply, purchases during the first seven months of 1946 
having a value of $730-8 millions, as compared with 
$721-6 millions during the corresponding period last year. 
Great Britain is in second place, imports from that country 
having a value of $132-8 millions, as against $78-4 millions 
during the first seven months of 1945. 


Trade with Latin America continues its upward trend, 
imports during the first seven months of this year from 
eighteen countries in Central and South America and in the 
Caribbean accounting for 7 per cent. of the total, as com- 
pared with 4-7 per cent. during the same period last year. 
Headed by Mexico and followed by Honduras, Cuba, San 
Domingo, Guatemala, Salvador, Haiti, Costa Rica and 
Puerto Rico, the Latin American countries in Central 
America and the Caribbean furnished Canada with imports 
valued at $40-1 millions, compared with $23-1 millions 
during the corresponding period last year. South American 
republics, headed by Venezuela and followed by Brazil, 
Colombia, Argentina, Peru, Uruguay, Chile, Paraguay and 
Ecuador, supplied Canada with imports valued at $35-3 
nillions, as against $26-6 millions in the same seven months 


of 1945. 
Distribution of Trade 


Total imports for the seven months ended July had a 
value of $1,041-5 millions, according to figures released 
by the External Trade Branch, Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, which compares with imports valued at $937-4 
millions in the same period last year. The total trade 
statistics for the seven-month period and for July are 
indicated in the following table :

Indian Jute Control Orders 


The High Commissioner for India requests the Board of 
Trade Journal to publish the following information about 
the Jute (Price Control) Order, 1945, and the Jute (Export 
Control) Order, 1946, received by telegram from the 
Government of India: 

With the expiry of the Defence of India Act and Rules, 
the Jute (Price Control) Order, 1945, lapsed on Septem- 
ber 30, 1946, from which date power to control internal 
prices of Jute and Jute goods reverted to the Provinces. 
Bihar, Assam and Orissa are arranging to continue to control 
them at current levels, but Bengal has preferred to refrain 
from doing so. 

Power to control export prices remains with the Central 
Government of India, who have decided to continue to 
control them at current levels, for which purpose the Jute 
(Export Control) Order has been enforced from October 1. 
The main provisions of the Order are : 

(a) No person shall export jute and jute goods except 
under licence issued by the Jute Shipments Co-ordinator in 
his capacity as licensing officer. 

(b) The Licensing Officer shall not grant a licence unless 
he is satisfied that (I) the price at which raw jute and jute 
goods to be exported have been sold is within the range 
provided in the Schedules to the previous Order of 1945 and 
(II) commission paid or payable to shipping agents in India 
and to selling agents abroad does not exceed 2} per cent. 
and 1 per cent. respectively of the price paid or agreed to 
be paid. 

(c) To satisfy himself regarding (b) the Licensing Officer 
shall require a declaration as to price paid, etc., and the 
production of necessary documents in support of the 
declaration.

Yugoslavia, British exporters are advised that direct 

contact with particular Yugoslav firms, manufacturers, 
retailers, etc., is considered to be premature. The appoint- 
ment of local agents in Yugoslavia is also considered pre- 
mature since the arrangements for the establishment of 
agencies by foreign firms are still under consideration 
by the Yugoslav Government. 

British Exporters interested in the Yugoslav market 
are, therefore, recommended, for the time being at any 
rate, to direct their enquiries, their publicity and their 
offers simultaneously to both the English Section of the 
Ministry of Foreign Trade (Britanski Otsek, Ministarstra 
Spoljne Trgovine I'.N.R.T.), Belgrade, and to those State 
enterprises which handle their goods.

Brazilian Exemptions from 
Customs Duties 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro has reported the issue of the following Decree. 
Laws : 

No. 9,597, dated August 16, and No. 9,749 dated Septem. 
ber 5, which suspend until December 31, 1946, the Customs 
duties on, respectively, iron and steel scrap and caustic 
soda. 

No. 9,652 dated August 23, which grants exemption 
from import dues and other Customs taxes until Decem. 
ber 31, 1946, to agricultural tools, such as :—hoes, grubbing 
hoes, reaping hooks, pick-axes, and shovels, and other 
agricultural implements ; rakes, wire and barbed wire: 
milking buckets, cream separators and _ butter-churns: 
other utensils and materials for cattle raising ; tools and 
utensils for veterinary use; tubes made of galvanized iron 
and of cement. 

No. 9,763 dated September 6, which grants freedom 
from import taxes, including the Social Providence Tax, 
in respect of paper specially imported for the printing of 
books: i.e., newsprint, common, whi'e or coloured, rough 
on both sides, calendered, art, glazed or smooth and 
“‘buffon ’’ in reams, which has throughout its length and 
breadth water-lines, in a transversal direction, separated 
by 4 to 6 centimetres or has, within a maximum space of 
10 by 10 centimetres, clearly visible the word ‘“‘livro.” 

The last-named Decree-Law also provides that paper of 
this type imported free of duty, can only be used for the 
manufacture of books, and publishing houses have to 
give suitable guarantees before Customs exemption will 
be granted. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro has also reported the issue in the ‘‘Diario Oficial 
of August 17 of a further Decree-Law (No. 9,598), dated 
August 16, 1946, which grants exemption until December 31, 
1946, from Customs and other duties, including consumption 
tax and the tax of social providence to articles of prime 
necessity. 

An Ordinance (No. 487), issued by the Minister of Finance 
and published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of August 22, specifies 
the following articles as being articles of ‘‘prime necessity’ 
for purposes of the Decree-Law :—
